A Dozen Persons Killed In a Rear- 


Hnd Collision, 


UD mm 
ASCORE OF OTHERS HURT, 


Five of Them Fatally—The Failure ol 


the Air Brake on a Michigan Cen- 


tre! Train Responsible for the 


Accident—Narrow Escapes. 


JACKSON, Mich., Oct. 14.—The second 


greatest accident in the history of the 
Michigan Central railroad occurred 
here yesterday morning within 100 
yards of the place where almost four- 
teen years ago to a day the Pacific ex- 
press crashed into a freight engine in 
E)otober, 1879, and eighteen people were 
killed 
Yesterday's disaster has so for 


a record of twelve dead, five probably 
fatally Injured, and fifteen others more 
or less seriously hurt. 


At 8:45 o'clock yesterday morning an 


excursion originating at Owego, N. 
Y., which had been turned over by the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western to 
the Michigan Central at Buffalo, was 
•tending on the track at Jackson 
station, when a second special, also 
laden with excursionists from the east, 
crashed into it from the rear and teles- 
coped the three hist cars of the Owego 
special.

When within 
few huudred feet of the standing 
train Engineer Whelan of the second 
special put on the brakes, but found 
to his horror that they did not work. 
The speed of tho train did not dimin- 


i ish, and reversing his engine, it is said 
t Engineer Whelan and his fireman, Jos. 


Kimblin, jumped from the locomotive. 


! The train kept on, and in view of the

seventh and sixth from the first engine 
were completely telescoped, the one 
being fitted into the other snugly. 
The filth car was overturned and 
thrown across a sidetrack about fifty 
feet east of the depot The Michigan 
Central car was next, and it was badly 
smashed on both ends, the platform be- 
ing carried away and the windows all 
smashed 
The passengers on this cat 


were few, and none of them was se- 
riously injured 
It was in the sixth, 


seventh and eighth cars where the 
slit lighter took place, and not a single 
occupant of either of these cars ap* 
pears to have escaped death or injury. 


The scene that followed the collision 


was horrible in the extreme. In a 
moment' the air was filled with the 
shrieks of the dying, and dead and 
mangled bodies could be seen in the 
debris. The peop] e on the platform and 
on the surrounding streets rushed in 
every direction to give what help 
could be afforded. Physicians were on 
the scene almost instantly, and the 
work of removing the dead and in- 
jured was facilitated by pressing car- 
riages and hearses into immediate serv- 
ice. 


Jackson being a division station on 


the line a wrecking train was speedily 
at hand. 


The dead were conveyed to the local 


undertaking rooms and the injured to 
hotels and to the city hospital, where 
the division surgeon of the road, Dr. 
Gibson, and two priests, Fathers Mul- 
laney and Butse, took charge of the 
work of attending to the hurt 


While the bodies were being taken 


out from under the debris there were 
heartrending scenes 


George Starr, of Elmira, and Darwin

It was finally lo- 
cated as the child of Mrs. Anson Har- 
rington, of Elmira, N. Y., who lay two 
miles away with injuries from which 
she may die 
There were scores of 


other cases where traveling compan- 
ions and relatives were sep.ir.ited and 
some killed or injured seriously. 


The officials of the road were on the 


scene as soon as a special could carry 
them from Detroit, and State Railroad 
Commissioner Billings also arrived be- 
fore noon. So far as explained the ac- 
cident was not due to a misplaced 
switch 


Engineer \Vhelan, who lives here, 


was running the last section. He says: 
"I saw the signal ill the yard to keep 
back, and had my engine in hand, as I 
thought, but when I came down near 
the train,.which was still, my air brake 
would not work, an4 I ran into the 
coaches. 
The failure of the brake 


mada it impoulble to stop. I never 
had such an experience before.1' 


Bear Brakeman Robert Walsh, for 


section No. 1, had a most miraculous 
escape 
He had finished trying the 


ah* brakes on the first section and was 
walking to the rear of his train, a dis- 
tance of half a ear length 
He said he 


would have touched the bell ropo to 
start wben he got on the platform, 
but fate was against him. 
As he 


turned around the car he looked up 
tfnd saw the engine of No 3 almost on 
top of him. It (truck the car and he 
was only saved by ^he fact that both 
engine and car baa' been raised up, 
leaving 'him safe underneath. 
He 


realized his position in an instant and 
gathering himself up ran out just as 
the engine fell on the track and 
plunged through the car ahead, the 
car being thrown sideways, just miss- 
ing him. His arm was injured. 


The sheriff of Jackson county and 


the police of the city hate taken pos- 
session of the effects ot the dead to 
hold them for their friends. 


A coroner's jury was impaneled yes- 


terday afternoon, and an inquest will 
begin at 0 o'clock Monday morning. 
The crews of both trains have been 
subpoenaed to give evidence. 


The division superintendent says he 


found the engine reversed, thus cor- 
roborating the engineer.

pointment is utterly disastrous to all 
political morality."

It WU1 Stay With TTs tor at Least 


Another Year, 


THE RESULT OF i GLORIOUS VICTORY. 


The Vigilant Again Shows • Clean 


Pair of Heels to Her Opptnsnt 


at the Finish After an 


'Exciting Race.

SAHDT HOOK, N. J., Oct 14.—The 


Vigilant yesterday won the third and 
decisive race for the America'* CUD, de- 
feating the British yacht Valkyrie In a 
gale by 40 seconds. The nice, which 
had been postponed from Wednesday, 
was started at lt:Vt with the Vigilant 
leading. The wind waa blowing thirty 
miles an hour from tbe east At 11:89 
the danger signal was set st the signal 
station, but notwithstanding this, both 
yachts put up a great amount of sail 
and kept up their top-sails. It was 
plain both boats intended to strain 
every point in the contest. The course 
was the same as that of Wednesday— 
fifteen miles to windward and return. 


Just before tbe starting gun was 


fired both boats were flying for the 
line close hauled by the starboard 
tack, the American boat a little dis- 
tance in the lead with the Englishman 
on the weather quarter. It was B close 
call, and for a time it looked as though 
the Vigilant would be over first and 
handicap the Valkyrie by half a min- 
ute. Skipper Hudson was a little too 
anxious, however, and hod to pay the 
penalty of being forced over toward 
the eastern end of the line. The re- 
sult was a loss to the American boat, 
for she hod to luff in order to weather 
the way. Tho Englishman stood on 
toward the line, however, with every 
sail full, and crossed a few seconds 
ahead and well to windward. On cross- 
ing the line both yachts were heeled 
well to leeward,the'Valkyrle was stiflor 
and seemed to carry her canvas with 
more ease. Jt was a wise move to have 
reefed mainsails, for the sea- was in* 
creasing at every minute and the ba- 
rometer ires falling rapidly, giving 
every Indication of an approaching 
storm. Once over the line the racers 
settled down to their work. The in- 
creased ballast attached to the Val- 
kyrie's keel seemed to do her a world 
of good, for she sat right up to wind- 
ward, and in less than an hour was 
fully 100 yards off the American's 
weather bow. Both racers were stand- 
ing over toward Long Branch, but the 
Vigilant was not doing as well as her 
friends expected. 


At 10:10 the Vigilant, being close In- 


shore, went on the port tac^ and 
headed over in the direction of the 
Valkyrie, then standing over on the 
starboard. The America*, boat seemed 
to be in doubt whether she would be 
able to cross the Englishman. This 
was soon dispeled, however, for two 
minutes later the Vigilant, seeing that 
she must cast astern of her rival, went 
about again and stood Inshore. Both 
yachts held on the starboard tack for 
some time, when the Valkyrie went 
about at 11:00, followed by the Vigilant 
a few seconds later. They now stood 
off shore on the leg, the English boat 
seeming to hold her own. She was 
soon outfootlng the American, and it 
was almost assumed that the Valkyrie 
had been favored with just what she 
wanted, and that in a heavy Bea and 
half a gale she was far the speedier 
and stiffer boat 


At 2.31 the Valkyrie tacked for the 


mark, going around It a half minute 
later. The following is the official 
time of turning the outer mark: Val- 
kyrie, 2:33:40; Vigilant, 2:38:35. The 
above figures show that it took the 
Valkyrie two hours six minutes and 
forty-five seconds and the Vigilant two 
hours, eight minutes and thirty-five 
seconds to make the fifteen-mile boat 
to windward, a gain of one minute and 
fifty-five seconds In favor of the En- 
glish boat 


Though the beat to windward was 


exciting in the extreme it was nothing 
as compared to the run home. The 
wind freshened and the sea became 
angry and turbulent Still, both boats 
carried their flying kites. The Vigi- 
lant, though a trifle slow er than the 
Valkyrie in setting her kite, carried 
many more yards of canvas and, to the 
suprise of the Englishman, shook out 
the reef in her main and set her large 
club topsail over the working one that 
she had carried all day. The Vigl 
lant although almost a half-mile be- 
hind at the turn managed to pick up 
handily her English rival and close 
upon the weather quarter. As soon as 
she did this, she at course blanketed 
the Englishman and then managed to 
to gradually crawl up and pass her. 
The Englishman showed that two 
could play at that game, and he gave 
the Vigilant a dose of her own medi- 
cine. He also took away the wind 
from the American, and then in turn 
shot ahead. It WM just in the midst 
of one of these battles that an unfor- 
tunate mishap or series of mishap* 
took place. 


The Englishman was leading by sev- 


eral lengths when a little split ap- 
peared on the inner reach of the cut- 
ter's spinnaker. Larger and largerthe 
rent seemed to grow, and when It had 
spread well out Cept. Cranfleld was 
forced to take it in. In two minute* 
another spinnaker of light Irish linen 
was taken and quickly run up. It was 
all in vain, however, for the wind WM 
blowing nearly half s> geie, and this 
light canvas was soon torn into shreds. 
This crushed forever the hopes of an 
English victory for one brief day, for 
although a jib baloon top-sail wu 
hoisted instead of » opinnakar, -the 
Valkyrie fell astern and crossed the 
line 800 yards behind the Vigilant.

OIUOAOO, Oct. m—Telegraphic eom- 


muuication with eastern points was al- 
most entirely cut ofl to-day because ol 
a storm of wind and rain which pre- 
vailed throughout the region between 
Pittsburgh and New York. The West- 
tern tJrrion and Postal Telegraph com- 
panies report the complete prostro- 
fioc of their circuits, and although 
heroic efforts were made to establish 
lines up to midnight, but llttte success 
was had. As a last resort the long dis- 
tance telephone lines between this city 
and New York have been called into 
use and there is a possibility that 
something may be gotten through. 


The storm seems to be a conMnua- 


tionof the hurricane reported bn the 
south Atlantic coast. Washington and 
its vicinity were the fint to feel the ef- 
fects after it had passed northward 
through Savannah, and the Carolines 
with but aUght damage. 
It was the expectation of the officers 


of the weather service that the severity 
of tine storm would be most marked 
around Savannah and Charleston. It 
appears, however, that the wind only 
reached a velocity of about thirty-five 
mile* et these pointa, and the storm 
seems to have spent its force en the 
north Atlantic coast Greet damage 
to shipping is reported along the ooaat 
as far north as Boston.
